CHADIAN REFUGEES LEAVE CAMEROON FOR SUDAN, NIGERIA

[Text] Ndjamena, 15 Sep (AFP)--Distribution of food in the United Nations refugee 
camp for Chadians at Kousseri, northern Cameroon, will stop at the end of the 
month, but not all the estimated 90,000 camp inhabitants are expected to have 

left for home by then. 


According to official (?estimates) 15,000 of the Kousseri refugees--the people 
displaced by last year's civil war--have indicated so far that they intend to 
return across the Chari River to Ndjamena, where the U.N. High Commission for 
Refugees (UNHCR) will transfer its relief operations on October l. 


A UNHCR spokesman said that to date we have only questioned about half the camp's 
populaticn. However, there is no reason why this figure will increase sharply, 
since the remaining refugees are political exiles, opponents of President Goukouni 
Oueddei. 


It seems that a political amnesty proclaimed by the Transitional National Unity 
Government (GUNT) on July 27 had little effect on the rate of repatriation of 
Chadian refugees. 


As the September 30 deadline for food distribution approaches it seems that most 
of the refugees Leaving the camp are heading not for home but for Sudan, rear base 
of defeated rebel leader Hissene Habre and his armed forces of the north (FAN). 


Some Kousseri inmates have said that they will be going to Nigeria, on the other 
side of Lake Chad, where they hope to find work. 


The decision to close down Kousseri was taken jointly by Chad, Cameroon and the 
UNHCR to encourage the refugees to go back home. 


According to GUNT sources the government expects 60,000 displaced people to return 
spontaneously to Ndjamena, either from Cameroon or from southern Chad, which also 
provided a safe haven during the 10-month hostilities. 


The UNHCR, which has overall responsibility for the returning refugees, has 
already set up the facilities necessary to accommodate 10,000 people--or 2,000 





families--for six months. But an official said that the High Commission was ready 
to provide additional aid if necessary. 


The bulk of UNHCR aid consists of distributing food relief (supplied by the World 
Food Programme), blankets, clothes and cooking utensils. But its other tasks 
include construction, or reconstruction, of buildings to house the returning 


exiles. 


However, there are increasing signs, both in Kousseri and here, that humanitarian 
organisations, other than the UNHCR, are unhappy about the attitude of the Chadian 


Government. 


People working with these organisations accuse the transitional] government of 
misusing part of the gifts donated to the victims of the war, and of being incapable, 
10 months after the war ended, of submitting a reconstruction programme for the 
capital. 


The government is quite happy to take, or misuse, the money and let others get on 
with the work, one official said. Members of other organisations all produce 
examples of corruption at the expense of the refugee population, and in Ndjamena 
market medical supplies donated to the refugee programme are on sale openly.

[fext] in a tiny work site lost in the immensity of our forests called Ekouk, I 
believe, a truck hits two electricity poles, interrupting the supply of power 
to the African workers’ camp.

This difference in misfortune reminds me of this other camp in Ndjole where the 
workers of the Transgabonese [railroad] live under similarly disparate conditions.

OIL FIND--A communique issued jointly by the Gabonese Ministry of Mines and the 
Elf-Gabon oil company informs that new oil deposits were found at the Moubenga 
drilling location situated 70 kms south of Mayumba. A trial drilling produced 
435 cubic meters, that is, 26,000 barrels per day. According to the Elf-Gabon 
management, additional work will be needed to determine whether the discovery 

is worthwhile. In another development, the Konzi Marine well 65 kms north of 

Cap Lopez exploited by the Gabonese state and Elf-Aquitaine crossed approximately

LIMANN, ZERBO SPEAK AT DINNER 
AB171025 Accra Domestic Service in English 0700 GMT 17 Sep 81 


[Excerpts] President Limann has declared that only peace and security can release 
the resources needed for the socioeconomic development and progress of mankind. 

To this end, he called for collective and individual efforts to hait the wasteful 
arms race and threats or resort to force in settling international disputes. The 
president was proposing a toast at a dinner held last night in honor of the 
visiting Upper Volta head of state, Col Saye Zerbo. 


Turning toward what he described as a grim and explosive situation in southern 
Africa, the president called on all countries dedicated to freedom and social 
justice to unreservedly condemn the unprovoked racist South African invasion of 
Angola and the wanton destruction of life and property in the Frontline States. 
He also called for international pressure and sanctions to be brought to bear 

on the apartheid regime to accept UN Resolution 435 as the basis for a settlement 
in Namibia. President Limann urged continued support for SWAPO and for the 
African National Congress of South Africa in their struggles. 


Replying, Colonel Zerbo expressed the hope that the permanent Ghana-Upper Volta 
Joint Commission for Cooperation will be utilized to the full advantage of the 

two countries. He said at a time when border conflicts have become rampant in 
many countries, the exemplary relations between Ghana and Upper Volta have been 
clearly demonstrated by the ability of the two countries to demarcate their common 
border. 


Colonel Zerbo was optimistic that the free movement of persons in the West African 
subregion as envisaged under ECOWAS would lead to the free movement of goods. 

He said problems of transportation and trade must be considered as sources of 
unity rather than as sources of discord, The Upper Volta leader said the two 
countries must be able to find the basis for cooperation for the full utilization 
of the River Volta and expressed the belief that commitments which were undertaken 
in Abidjan on the Bui Dam will be fully respected. 


Colonel Zerbo thanked the government and the people of Ghana for placing facilities 
at the Tema harbor at the disposal of his landlocked country. He emphasized that 
Ghana and Upper Volta must be proud of their bilateral relations because these 
constitute a living testimony for subregional cooperation within the framework of 
ECOWAS. 








Present at the banquet were the vice president, Dr Degraft Johnson; the chairman 
of the Council of State, William Ofori-Atta; cabinet ministers; members of 
parliament and the diplomatic corps. 


The Upper Volta leader leaves Accra this morning to return home at the end of 
his visit.

IMPROVED RELATIONS, COOPERATION WITH INDONESIA REPORTED 
Indonesian-Malagasy Trade 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 19 Aug 81 pp 1, 3 


[Text] "Indonesia will follow the principle of being open to any country for peace 
in the world and of solidifying its relations with all countries, particularly in 
the economic and commercial fields." 


This statement was made by ludonesian Minister of Foreign Affairs Mochtar Kusumaat- 
madja on 14 August as he received the Malagasy parliamentary delegation headed by 
President Lucien Xavier Michel Andrianarahinjaka, which is on an official visit 

to Indonesia (13-23 August 1981). 


On that occasion, the president of the National Popular Assembly transmitted a 
message from Minister Christian Remi Richard to his Indonesian counterpart, in 
which "he expresses the wish that relations will develop between our two countries, 
particularly in the economic and commercial field." President Andrianarahinjaka 
also stated that "the Malagasy Government would like to promote the clove and 
vanilla trade and in exchange, Madagascar would like to buy oil from Indonesia." 


While relations between our two countries seem relatively undeveloped, particularly 
in the economic and commercial field, especially due to transport difficulties, 
"they are improving," according to Indonesian Charge d'Affaires Soerjobiono Pra- 
bowo, "thanks to mutual understanding." 


He continued: "This is explained by the fact that Indonesia and Madagascar have 
many things in common: Their two peoples are of the same racial origin, both are 
in the Indian Ocean, both are developing and nonaligned and both have the same 
aspirations: against colonialism, for peace, for the new world economic order." 


Cultural Cooperation 


At the present time, our relations are mainly developed in the cultural field. 
For 1980-1981, Indonesian scholarships have been granted to two young people to 
study the art of batik, to two young women who completed a training course in 
rural information, to two young people to study the Indonesian language, to five 
pilots who completed their flight instructor course, to two doctors who visited 
rural health centers for three weeks, to two participants for research in the 














field of livestock raising and rice growing, to three young people to study Islam 
at the National Institute of the Islamic Religion and two higher officers in the 
FAP [People’s Armed Forces]. 


Exchanges 


There is definite development in the youth area, especially since the official visit 
by the minister of youth and sports and Mrs Koussay Said Ali to Indonesia in Novenm- 
ber 1980 for the purpose of promoting cooperation between the two countries in this 
area, 


Our two ministers also recognized that "cooperation in the field of youth and 
sports promotes friendship between the young people of our two countries and will 
encourage efforts aimed at achieving a zone of peace in the Indian Ocean and 
surrounding area." 


It should also be pointed out that the Indonesian Ministry of Youth plans to send 
to Madagascar, following the maritime route of our common ancestors, a group of 
young Indonesians. The maritime route will be reconstituted based on history. 


Cloves and Oil 


In the economic and commercial fields, there is practically no trade between our 
two countries because of transport problems. 


Nevertheless, for several years, Indonesia has bought cloves from us. "In 1980, 
we bought 6,000 tons of cloves, which is the minimum of what we want." Actually, 
it is the Malagasy supply that cannot meet the Indonesian demand. ''As long as 
the Indonesians smoke their cigarettes, they will always need Malagasy cloves." 


And yet, the two sides are trying to develop economic and commercial relations. 


Last year, Minister Justin Rarivoson, heading an economic delegation, was invited 
to Indonesia to strengthen such relations between our two countries and pursue 
negotiations on the purchase of oil and paraffin. 


Suggestions 


Indonesia can and wants to give aid to Madagascar. Many sectors lend themselves 
to such cooperation. 


For example, there is the development of our small and medium-size industries. 

Such a project has existed between our two countries for years, but its completion 
requires financing from an international organization. The Indonesian Embassy 

is now contacting the UNDP to support the project within the framework of technical 
cooperation between developing countries. 


Indonesia can also lend us its help in the development of freshwater fishing, 


rice growing, the raising of fowl and the construction of housing, as it has al- 
ready done in Tanzania. To that country also, Indonesia supplied Indonesian 
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boats and technicians to ensure communication between two cities separated by a 
river and in order to train local personnel. 


Whatever the case, Prabowo hopes that upon the return of the Malagasy parliamen- 
tary delegation, our cooperation will develop further, thereby strengthening the 
bases of the mutual understanding that already exist, "With or without a third 
party, Indonesia will always help Madagascar because of che five common points 
existing between our countries, our two peoples." 


Return of Malagasy Delegation 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 28 Aug 81 pp 1-2 


[Excerpts] The Malagasy parliamentary delegation, headed by the president of the 
ANP, Lucien Xavier Michel Andrianarahinjaka, returned home yesterday morning after 
an official two-week visit to Indonesia. As he deplaned, President Andrianarahin- 
jaka told the press that the delegation he heads has just responded to the invita- 
tion of the Indonesian Parliament which fits into the framework of interparliamen- 
tary exchanges in the world. He said he was satisfied with this visit, which he 
labeled as instructive. It was the first time such a parliamentary delegation 

has visited Indonesia, he said, adding that at the level of relations between the 
two parliaments, the delegation had three contacts, with the president of the 
Indonesian Parliament, first of all, then with members of the commission on inter- 
national cooperation, and finally, at a dinner. | 


We had the privilege, on 17 August, of attending the opening of the parliamentary 
session, he said. At that time, we were introduced to members of the Indonesian 
Parliament. Such contacts enabled us to inform our hosts of the political and 
economic situation in Madagascar, President Andrianarahinjaka said, of its revolu- 
tion and its achievements. : 


Speaking of the many contacts with Indonesian leaders, President Andrianarahinjaka 
said that the delegation was received by President Suharto, to whom it transmitted 
fraternal greetings and a verbal message from the head of the Malagasv Government. 
Also discussed at that meeting was the international conference on the Indian 
Ocean Peace Zone proposed by President Didier Ratsiraka. 


With the Indonesian leaders, including the ministers of foreign affairs and educa- 
tion, the governors of Djakarta and Bali, talks touched upon the development and 
strengthening of bonds of friendship and cooperation between the two nations. 
Andrianarahinjaka said that Indonesia grants particular importance to the common 
origins of the two peoples and the same source of civilization. 


Concerning commercial trade, President Andrianarahinjaka said that we export 
cloves to that country. Vanilla is- grown abundantly in Indonesia at the present 
time. We also spoke of oil. I believe that it is up to the ministry in question 
to go further with talks already initiated, for that cooperation would then be 
called upon to develop, he said. | 

We transmitted an official invitation to a parliamentary delegation to visit 
Madagascar. It was accepted but the date will be set jointly, Andrianarahinjaka 
concluded,

DUVAL SPEAKS OUT ON ILOIS PROBLEM 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in Frnech 13 July 81 p 5 


{Interview with Gaetan Duval by LE MAURICIEN: "Gaetan Duval: The Ilois are British"; 
passage: enclosed in slantlines printed in italics. ] 


[Text] The Ilois affair is not over yet. The breakdown of 
the negotiations in London, and the empty-handed return of 
the Mauritian delegation on Saturday makes it necessary to 
reopen a case as sensitive as it is confusing. 


In order to understand the foundations and all the impli- 
cations of the Ilois affair, we must refer to history. 


In 1965 negotiations were held between the British Govern- 
ment and delegations representing the political parties of 
the island of Mauritius, which was still a British colony. 
The Labour party was headed by Dr Ramgoolam, while the 
Mauritan Social Democratic Party [AMSD] was led by Jules 
Koenig. Deputy Chief Gaetan Duval was present also. 


Today, with the Diego Garcia affair returning to public view, 
he shares some useful information on the PMSD’s position 
during the negotiations held 16 years ago. At the same 

time he makes some interesting observations on the statute 
that, according to him, the [lois may base legal claims. 


{Question]: Sir Gaetan Duval, all the controversy about Diego Garcia and the 
future of the Ilois takes on a new dimension with the failure of the Mauritian 
mission to London. In certain circles it is constantly repeated that the PMSD is 
largely responsible for che outcome of the entire affair. Could you briefly re- 
trace the train of events at the 1965 constitutional congress, which you took part 
in yourself? 


[Answer]: This is how the events took place: In London we were in the middle of 
debates which were heading towards the organizing of a referendum. We had proposed 
that a referendum on the subject of independence be set up. At that point the 
British requested that discussions be initiated between the two sides on the Diego 
Garcia question, using a kind of subcommittee format which had been worked out:

this was entirely separate from the conference. Jules Koenig attended these meet- 
ings, as the head of the PMSD. The British said that they needed to make use of 
Diego Garcia's strategic location. The PMSD's point was the following: We were 
prepared to make Diego Garcia available on a lease basis. The rate at which the 
lease would be settled could be changed as we saw fit, and whenever conditions 
obliged us to do so. Above all, we wanted to be certain, as evidenced by our pro- 
posal to rent the territory, that Diego Garcia would /remain/ Mauritian. The British 
rejected our proposal, and Ramgoolam did not press the matter any further. Jules 
Koenig then withdrew from the proceedings of the subcommittee. Ramgoolam thus allowed 
Diego Garcia to be ceded to the British in return for a settlement: in other words, 
he made a concrete deal. It must be stressed again that the work of the subcommittee 
was /completely separate/ from that of the Constitutional Congress. Several months 
later the matter turned up at a meeting of the Council of Ministers. We were faced 
with a "fait accompli." Diego Garcia would be given to the British for the sum of 

40 million Rs [rupees]. We discussed the situation again and found it unacceptable. 
It was at that point that we withdrew from the coalition. So it is ridiculous to 

Say now that we had a hand in the transfer of Diego Garcia to the British. We even 
held meetings to protest it. 


[Question]: Did you ever approach this matter from a legal point of view, or was it 
strictly a political question for you? 


[Answer]: I have spent much time on the matter with Mrs Bloom-Cooper and Bernard 
Sheridan, and we arrived at the following conclusion: the inhabitants of Diego 
Garcia are British citizens. Whatever that may mean.... For, remember, the word 
"British" carries several implications. But, no matter; they are British citizens. 
Why? Because the minute that Diego Garcia was ceded it became British territory. 
When the British granted us independence they did /not/ consequently grant inde- 
pendence to Diego Garcia, and it remained British territory. The nationals still 

on Diego Garcia were thus British nationals, and still are today. As we see it, 

the mistake the British made was to land the Ilois on foreign soil, namely Mauritius. 
If the British wanted to move them they would have had to send them to another 
British territory. They ought to have given each one a British passport and allowed 
them to enter Great Britain. In the meantime, they should all receive compensation 
for damages. 


[Question]: And in regard to the territory itself, what is your opinion? 


[Answer]: We hold the same opinion: Diego Garcia /is/ British territory. That 

is why we maintain that the Ilois are automatically British citizens. They have 

the right to indemnities for having been taken from a British island and landed on 
foreign territory. We feel it is therefore legal for us to demand compensation and 
simultaneously argue that they are British citizens. One thing must be perfectly 
clear: The Mauritian Government could take millions from Great Britain and do what- 
ever it pleases with it, but this does /not/ bind the Ilois to anything since they 
are British citizens. 


[Question]: According to you, what are the chances for a settlement to this 
" . " 
affair ? 
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[Answer]: It is obvious that there will be no political settlement. There is no 
chance whatever for that. It can /only/ be settled legally. An Ilois could be 
taken off to Great Britain, without a passport or anything else. He would be in- 
carcerated immediately. Attempts would be made to deport him. At this point the 
whole matter would go before an appeals court, and then go from one jurisdiction 
to another until it came to the highest court, maintaining all the while that the 
[lois is a British citizen. He is not Mauritian. 


[Question]: There has been a lot of talk about the need for Mauritius to make a 
claim on the Chagos islands. According to you, Mauritius hasn't the right to do 
so. What are the reasons behind this affirmation? 


[Answer]: The recent failure of the Mauritian mission to London can be attributed 
to that. The negotiations were conducted in the worst manner conceivable. We 
definitely knew that they would run into a wall, and also that the Mauritian dele- 
gation would make a claim on the territory. Diego Garcia is beyond any doubt 
British territory. I'll tell you why I believe that Professor Oraison is wrong. 

In the first place, let us consider the possibility of dividing the territory. 

This cannot apply to an island situated thousands of kilometers from our country. 
If the territory is split up, the geographic aspect of the problem tiecomes much 
more important. Great Britain administered Diego Garcia from Mauritius, just as 
the Seychelles were administered from Mauritius. This does not give us the slight- 
est right to the Seychelles. Neither does this permit us to say that the British 
divided Mauritian territory by separating the Seychelle islands from us. We must be 
practical; we cannot stray from the principles of international law. 


[Question]: Some people have said that since Diego Garcia was sold to the British 
before Mauritius became independent, the transaction is in some way illegal. 


[Answer]: In spite of Mauritius not having attained autonomous stratus when it 

sold Diego Garcia, the important thing is that the 40 million Rs. obtained from 

the British for the sale was /kept/. By keeping the 40 million Rs., even after 
becoming independent, the Mauritian Government recognized that the transaction had 
actually taken place. I'm talking about basic law here: for example, if a 17 year 
old sells a car to someone, the transaction is illegal because the seller is a minor. 
But if, when the seller comes of age, and he has kept the money from the sale, how 
can he return to the purchaser of the car and claim that the car belongs to him? 

The fact that he still has the money (and in the case of Mauritius the money had even 
been spent), means that the transaction is recognized and becomes legal. Therefore, 
I feel it is impossible to make a claim on Diego Garcia.

PAPER STOPS PUBLICATION--As earlier announced, the newspaper NOTICIAS DE BEIRA 
yesterday issued its last edition. In its place, a new Beira daily newspaper

MUGABE ARGUMENT FOR ONE-PARTY SYSTEM SAID 'SPECIOUS'

[Text] Prime Minister Robert Mugabe of Zimbabwe recently made public his intention 
to turn Zimbabwe into a one-party state in the near future. Speaking at a rally 

in the town of Chinamura, north of Salisbury, Mr Mugabe opined that a one-party 
state was in the best interest of Zimbabwe as it would eliminate the rivalries 
inherent in the multiparty system. He argued that the one-party system will make 
for easier and greater national integration and unity. Mr Mugabe's stand has 
already attracted criticism from both within and outside Zimbabwe. In a reaction, 
the minister without portfolio in Mugabe's government, Mr Joshua Nkomo, described 
the move as a panicky measure. He referred specifically to the creation of a 

5th Brigade of the Zimbabwe army to deal with internal troubles as an attempt to 
stifle genuine dissent and prepare for the imposition of a one-party state. The 
prime minister has already lashed back, saying that only people planning to indulge 
in subversive activities would be (?afraid) of the creation of the 5th Brigade. 


We are surprised at the idea of a one-party state ever being contemplated in 
Zimbabwe. Our surprise stems trom the confidence reposed in the ability of Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe. His background of a widely read academic makes us believe 
that he would avoid the obvious mistakes of other African leaders. The Zimbabwean 
leader has always declared his. implicit faith in democracy. It could be said that 
it is due to Mr Mugabe's continued faith in democracy that he intends to call a 
referendum to enable the people to decide whether or not they want a one-party 
system of government for their country. That gesture could be regarded as a 

mark oi respect for the people. Experience has shown that elsewhere in Africa the 
one-party system of government is usually imposed without any reference to the 
people, 


However, what is in dispute is not the methods by which the one-party state is 
achieved but the goal itself. The one-party system can be regarded as a per- 
sonalized form of government--a system in which opposition and dissenting views are 
rigorously suppressed and equated with subversion of the state. The argument that 
the one-party system will immediately eliminate political rivalry is specious 
reasoning. It is specious because rivalry cannot be eliminated from the policy 

of any society, particularly heterogenous societies like Zimbabwe. There will 
always be ethnic rivalry, which in itself is political rivalry. We cannot deceive 
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ourselves that the ethnic factor will ever be eliminated from African politics. 
It has already been observed that the ethnic factor was a prominent cause of 
Mugabe's victory in last year's elections because of the dominance of his Shona 
tribe. However, our concern is that we are skeptical of the one-party system of 
government--whether in Zimbabwe or elsewhere in Africa. The one-party system has 
given Africa some highly repressive dictatorships whose records are not anything 
anybody can be pleased with. 


The beauty of a multiparty state is that the people have the opportunity to make 
a choice from alternative political programs and views. 


Prime Minister Mugabe himself got elected from a multiparty race for power. He 
should allow that to continue. His party has a comfortable majority in parliament, 
which means that he is governing from a position of strength. Zimbabwe, since 
independence, has maintained an enviable and (?pleasing) record. From Zimbabwe 
the world has learned an important lesson in multiracial integration. That is a 
record which should not be tarnished.

SENEGAL-GAMBIA CONFEDERATION QUESTIONED

[Text] Last week President Dawda Jawara of the Gambia paid an official visit to 
Senegal, ostensibly as a mark of appreciation for the assistance rendered in the 
wake of the recent abortive rebellion in Banjul. At the end of the visit, the 
leaders of Senegal and the Gambia affirmed their desire to work towards the 
emergence of a confederation embracing the Gambia and Senegal. 


Sir Jawara told reporters in Dakar that the security of the Gambia was closely 
interwoven with that of Senegal and he was emphatic in asserting that this makes 
the need for a confederation of the two countries urgent and desirable. Similar 
sentiments were expressed by President Abdou Diouf of Senegal. 


The Gambia, until the recent abortive coup, was regarded as West Africa's bossom 
haven of stability and democracy. The Gambian leadership did not therefore find 
much urgency or need to surrender the sovereignty of the country. Recent events 
have upset this reputation and have created serious security and economic problems 
for the Gambian leadership. 


fir Jawara should therefore be longing for protection through the proposed union 
with Senegal [words indistinct] on the part of Senegal can also be economic and 
the security needs of the country. There is nothing abhorring if the SeneGambian 
confederation becomes an ultimate reality. It would be serving the overall 
objective of the OAU which is total political and an economic integration among 
the various peoples of the continent. 


However, the wish of the two leaders is not all it will take to make SeneGambia 
become a reality. The obstacles that must be removed before arriving at the 
SeneGambia are quite numerous. 


Firstly, there is the question of language. The two countries, due largely to 
their colonial experience, speak two different official languages--English and 
French. This linguistic difference has limited the extent of cultural and 
commercial ties that would have existed ordinarily between the people of Senegal 
and the Gambia. 


Secondly the renewed initiative towards the confederation is prompted by the abortive 
coup of Kukli Samba Sanyang. As our elders would say: The wolf cried yesterday, 

the child died today; who does not know that it was yesterday's wolf that killed the 
child? 
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In this regard it must be noted that Senegal's intervention in Banjul was able to 
restore Dawda to his seat of power because of the fact of its relatively superior 
numerical and military force. By this trend of event, the Senegalese leadership 
has ensured that it imposed its thinking on the Gambian people even though it 

was at the instance of their president. A confederation emerging at this point 

in time would have the Gambians playing second fiddle to their Senegalese counter- 
parts. There will be in the end deeprooted feelings of resentment within the 
peoples of the two communities as well as thoughts of economic and political 
domination on the parts of the majority ethnic group. 


Thirdly, there are serious administrative problems that will need constant sorting 
out. before any action can be taken further on the merger plan. Such problems as 
the forging of a united judiciary and civil service system and the working out of 
appropriate security arrangements will be further complicated by the linguistic 
difference. 


Fourthly, a confederation of th> two countries could only be decided after ascer- 
taining the wishes of the people. It is for the people to decide whether or not 
they wanta merger of the two countries and not for the leadership to impose it on 
them. As of now, it will be more worthwhile for Sir Jawara's government to con- 
cern itself mainly with the immediate task of rehabilitation and reconstruction 
prompted by the destructions of the July abortive coup. That coup could be a good 
(?side effect) for Africa. It has proved that coups can be resisted and defeated 
by determined effort. But as is said on the previous occasion, Sir Jawara should 
in the immediate future concentrate on those factors that made the rebellion 
possible in the first place. Kukli Samba Sanyang might be a defeated candidate, 
who even lost his deposit in the last general election; but that in itself does 
not mean that his uprising was totally unpopular. The coup might simply have 
been an attempt at stultifying a vaulting ambition on the part of the exclusive 
and privileged club of heads of state. 


Whatever were the ulterior motives, it has shaken the confidence and reputation 

of the Gambia. The econcmic problems of the country might not be within the 
immediate influence of Sir Jawara because of the inflation of the general world 
economic situation; but, not so with the political and social problems. Sir Jawara 
should therefore summon the people of the Gambia to the polls once again to 
ascertain that he still enjoys their absolute confidence and good will.

LAGOS DISCUSSES NIGERIAN-BULGARIAN COOPERATION

[Text] Bulgaria is one of the countries which have shown interest in the affairs 
of Nigeria and the rest of Africa. Economic cooperation between Bulgaria and 
Nigeria dates back to the time of independence in 1960 and has increased con- 
siderably during the past 4 years. An economic cooperation agreement signed 
between the two countries in Lagos was aimed at exploring the possibility of 
establishing joint ventures in areas such as the production and maintenance of 
medium-range agricultural machines and tools and the establishment of integrated 
poultry and piggery projects. The agreement also covers water resources, irriga- 
tion, construction of small dams and drilling of bore holes. 


Since the signing of the agreement, many projects have been undertaken in Nigeria 
by Bulgarian companies. These include the national arts theater in Lagos--the 
largest center for cultural events in the whole of Africa--the Fko Hotel complex 
in Lagos, the Durbar Pavillion in Kaduna and the sports complex in Ilorin. 


Two joint Nigeria-Bulgaria companies deal in the marketing of machines, industrial 
installations and the supply of (?frozen meat). Bulgarian firms are also involved 
in projects like irrigation, joint fishing, construction of small dams and drilling 
of bore holes presently going on in different parts of the federation. Bulgaria 
has also made the intentions known to actively participate in Nigeria's green 
revolution program and has actually planned investment in different sectors of 
agricultural production in Ondo, Bauchi, Kaduna and Niger states. 


In the field of technical education, there are about 800 Nigerian students in 
Bulgaria, while about 100 Bulgarian engineers, physicians and lecturers are working 
in Nigeria. Bulgaria and Nigeria, being federal countries, share the same views 

on the protection of their territorial integrity and sovereignty against imperialist 
forces. both natious are also committed to the achievement of a new and just 

world economic order. Bulgaria, like Nigeria, has unreservedly identified itself 
with the aspirations of its sister Third World countries. It has also, like 
Nigeria, remained steadfast in its stand against apartheid and racism in southern 
Africa. Bulgaria has not backed away in aiding liberation struggles in Africa. 

[It also shares the same views with Nigeria on the Western Saharan issue which 
demanded that ali forces occupying that region be withdrawn and the people of 
Western Sahara be allowed self-determination. 
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Despite all these, there are still very good prospects of increasing the volume 
of the bilateral trade between the two countries. For instance, the green 
revolution program for the modernization and mechanization of agriculture can 
produce further opportunities for cooperation. Nigeria can benefit tremendously 
from Bulgaria's long experience in the fields of large agro-industrial complexes. 
Bulgaria can also take advantage of our 5-year national development plan and go 
into joint investments with Nigerians. Therefore, the present trend of economic 
relations between Nigeria and Bulgaria should be seen as a promising beginning 
with prospects for far greater expansions to the mutual benefit of both countries.

ENDING SUBSIDY ON FUEL PRICES OPPOSED

[Text] Last week, some top government functionaries gave an indication that the 
federal government is to stop its usual subsidy on fuel prices. The subsidy, 
which amounts to about 2.2 billion naira, enables members of the public to consume 
fuel at its current (?rate). The obvious outcome of stopping the government 
subsidy would be an immediate increase in fuel prices. The likely reasons for 
wishing to stop the subsidy on fuel prices is not unconnected with the present 
glut of oil on the world market. But the state of the economy also must have 
impressed upon the managers of the economy the need to curtail government spend- 
ing in many areas. 


Efforts to curb government expenditure are not limited to Nigeria alone, but have 
been a world-wide phenomenon at recent times. Also, it could be seen as an 
attempt to (?ensure) good government and to get government off the back of the 
people, thereby allowing them greater initiatives within the framework of the 
free enterprise system. However, while appreciating the need for a stable fiscal 
management in the concept of the nation's present economic situation, it is 
doubtful whether an end to the government's fuel subsidy makes sound economic 
judgment. It would be escaping the obvious to gainsay the fact that to (?scrap) 
the present government fuel subsidy will further skyrocket the level of inflation 
in the country. The experience of 1978 when the government last (?stopped) its 
fuel subsidy can be used to justify this assertion. At that time, the government 
action was immediately accompanied by an increase in fuel prices by the oil 
companies. It did not end there as public transport operators seized this 
Opportunity to raise their fares to the displeasure and frustration of the 
average (?worker). The situation was most biting in Lagos and other urban centers 
where workers had been forced to spend as much as 30 percent of their earnings 

on transportation alone. Since an increase in fuel prices invariably affects the 
overall [word indistinct] economy, there was a corresponding rise in the prices 
of foodstuffs as well as other essential goods. 


Certainly, this is what will likely happen again if the federal government decides 
to end its subsidy on fuel prices. The fact is that being an oil-producing country, 
Nigerians expect to purchase fuel and all other derivatives from oil at a reason- 
ably low cost no matter the situation in the world m rket. It is, therefore, not 








tenable to compare the fuel prices in Nigeria with what obtains in other African 
countries that are not as fortunate as we are. It would perhaps be more 
appropriate to compare fuel prices in Nigeria with those of other oil-producing 
countries which shows that fuel prices are obviously higher in Nigeria. The 
comparison can even result in a call for an increase in the level of government 
subsidy on our fuel prices. What the government officials have not made known 
is the anticipated benefit that would accrue to the nation by ending the said 
fuel subsidy. [Passage indistinct] government economic measures should be aimed 
at taking good care of the welfare of the people.

UNIFLED OIL PRICE SALD FAVORED BY OFFICIALS

LAGOS, August 14 - Nigerian officials indicated here today 
they favour unification of crude oil prices as proposed earlter 
today by Saudi Arabia's Oil Minister Ahmed Zaki Yamani. 


At a press conference on the economic situation of 
Africa's leading oil producer, Professor Emmanuel Efozien said that 
"unification of prices will take care of the glut" in the world 
oil market. He is President Shehu Shagari's economic advisor. 


Prof. Efozien indicated that Nigeria might reduce the price 
of its oil, now sold at 40 dollars a barrel : "While we may not 
attain the pre-glut level of production and prices, and therefore 
revenue, we will have enough revenue to pursue our policy of cater= 
ing to the basic needs of our people”. 


In answer to opposition charges that the world oil 
surplus was hurting Nigeria's economy and that the government was 
hiding the gravity of the situation, Prof. Efozien said : "The 
economic situation of the country is not critical". 


He recalled that the 1981 budget counted on producing 1.7 
million barrels of petroleum a day and selling it at 36 dollars a 
barrel. 


Less optimistic 


Statistics show average daily production of 1.56 million 
barrels this year, of which only 200,000 are reportedly consumed 
inside Nigeria. Observers calculated from this that the government's 
shortfall in export revenue by July 31 was only 200 million dollars. 
This seemed to contradict estimates in financial circles here that 
the shortfall since January 1 was three billion dollars. 











A less optimistic view was presented at the press confer- 
ence by the President's Budget Advisor, Chief T.A. Akinleye. He 
estimated the possible loss in revenue this year at 30 per cent 
of the budget, namely 6.4 billion dollars. But prof. Etozien 
commented that would be the case only if the world oil glut conti- 
nued. 


President Shagari's oil advisor, Yahaya Dikko, confirmed 
that Nigeria produced only 40 per cent as much oil in July - 
800,000 barrels a day - as at the beginning of the year. 


Asked about the possibility of a price decrease, he 
declined to comment, explaining that was a matter to be decided 
next week at the meeting of the Organization of Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries (OPEC) in Geneva. Nigeria would make no decision 
outside of OPEC, Mr. Yahaya Dikko said. 


Meanwhile, Nigeria's official news agency reported that

NEW CROP STORAGE SYSTEM--The minister of science and technology, Dr Sylverter Ugoh, 
says Nigeria produces about 10 million tons of grain annually. They include

THREE FRENCH FINANCING AGREEMENTS SIGNED 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 21 Aug 81 p 3

[Text] Assane Seck, minister of state for equipment and acting minister of economy 
and finance, signed three financing agreements with France yesterday for construc- 
tion of the National Active officers School in Thies and with the European Economic 
Community for financing of the last link in the Dakar-Ziguinchor road connection, 
particularly surfacing of the Tobor dike along a 7.5-kilometer section. Finally, 
another ceremony marked the signing of a credit line for some $15 million, 4.5 bil- 
lion CFA francs, granted by the Argentine Government and to be used to purchase 
hydraulics equipment and equipment to fight forest fires. 


A number of high officials watched Seck and Fernand Wibaux, ambassador of France 

to Senegal, sign the first financing agreement for some 450 million CFA francs 
yesterday. The money will be used for construction of the National Active Officers 
School (ENOA) on the site of the old Thies air base. 


This assistance from France fits into the framework of the cooperation agreements 
concluded in 1974 in order to enable Senegal to continue the training of its mili- 
tary cadres locally. Previously, Senegalese officers had been trained since 1960 
by EFFERTOM [expansion unknown] in Frejus, while Saint-Maixent handled the reserve 
officers. Saint-Cyr then took over for the training of many classes of officers. 


Through the agreement it signed yesterday, the EEC grants Senegal a loan for more 
than 163 million CFA francs on special conditions, This financial aid, which will 
join an initial installment of over 293 million (FA francs, to be taken out of 

EDF [European Development Fund] resources, will make it possible to complete the 
surfacing of the Tobor dike. This operation authorizes construction using con- 
crete paving stones, considering the nature of the Casamance soil, of the last 
link in the Dakar-Ziguinchor road connection. The overall cost of the project 
will be over $459 million, totally supplied by the EDF. This investment completes 
the EEC's assistance to Senegal aimed at opening up the country's southern region 
and joins the repair and asphalting of the Seneba-Kouliban section, the bridges 
over the Tobor backwater and the Casamance at Zinguinchor and study of the bridge- 
dam over the Gambia River. 
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For its part, the government of Argentina acted through its representative to 
confirm its willingness to revitalize cooperation with Senegal. This line of credit, 
for $15 million, will be devoted to the purchase of equipment for waterworks and 
to fight forest fires. This is the first significant financing agreement signed 
by Buenos Aires and Dakar. This aid fits perfectly into the framework of our 
economic and social development actions, according to Seck. But one must recall 
that in June 1977, Argentina granted Senegal food aid amounting to 3,000 tons of 
wheat in order to relieve the effects of the drought. Cooperation between the two 
countries was mainly based on the political level, particularly within the Group 
of the 77. Both sides manifested their common will to intensify trade, orienting 
it toward the economic and financial fields. This new trend got a good start in 
recent years, the minister of equipment said.

OBOTE WARNS OF SECURITY THREAT

KAMPALA, August 20 - Ugandan President Milton Obote today 
said that internal security remains his government's main preoccup- 
ation and warned that he might employ vigilantes in addition to 
regular security forces to fight terrorists and bandits. 


"We shall hunt down terrorists and bandits in every district, 
in every county, in every village and in every home", Mr. Obote 
said in Kampala in opening a two-day meeting of the National Council 
of his ruling Uganda People'sCongress (UPC). 


"We are not killers, but we have a responsibility to stop 
the terror", he said. "If need be, we shall employ vigilantes to do 
the work", he told the party's top policy-making body in an 80- 
minute speech centering on security in the East African state. 


Against a background of armed attacks on government targets 
in recent months by clandestine groups opposed to his rule, the 
President admitted that the situation in some districts in Uganda 
was not satisfactory. 


But he said that the government would never hold entire 
populations in those districts responsible for acts of violence aimed 
at destabilizing his administration. 


The government was formed after general elections in 
December which were won by the UPC and returned Mr.Obote to power 
after nearly 10 years' exile. 


"Tt is terror and banditry we are fighting", Mr. Obote said. 
President Obote also admitted that the sound of gunfire, which has 
been typical of the nights in Kampala for many months, could still 
be heard in the capital after dark, but that this had now lessened 
to being an occasional occurence. 


He asserted that it would not take the government much longer 


to silence all guns in the country because, he said, even opposition 
party members were tired of them. (A.F.P.)

SMUGGLED LETTER TELLS OF JAIL MISERY

KAMPALA, August 18 - A letter sent to Western diplomats 
and relief agency representatives here by prisoners in the sprawling 
Luzira jail has brought to light the plight of Ugandans being held 
without trial. 


The letter said that the prisoners had no blankets, beds 
or mattresses. 


Nothing was known about their prison conditions until 
the letter surfaced mysteriously last week as neither relatives 
nor Red Cross officials are atlowed to visit detainees at Luzira. 


No figures are available about the number of people 
locked yw without trial in Uganda since President Milton Obote was 
returned to power in general elections last December. 


The Luzira letter contained 260 signatures, but Western 
sources in here believed the actual number of people being held 
without trial since December was much higher. 


These include four opposition Democratic Party Members 
of Parliament, at least two of whom have been served with orders 
authorizing them to be held without trial. 


A third M.P. is believed to be held at Katabi military 
barracks near Entebbe. He has not appeared in court during the 
past two months although two court Warrants demanding his appearance 
have been issued.

Four students from Makerere University, who were arrested 
in February, were also believed to be in Luzira. In a statement 
published last week, the YWuth Organisation of Uganda (YOU) 
demanded their release, saying they are "completely innocent" of 
any crimes. 


The gmvernment contends that all the detainees had connec- 
tions with the underground movements seeking to overthrow the Obote 
government and that none of them is a political prisoner. 


The Government carried out almost all the arrests 
secretly. Wth the exception of two parliamentarians, the detentions 
have not been officially announced and relatives have often had to 
wait for long periods before they could trace the deta ees. 


According to the Munnansi newspaper, mouthpiece for the 
opposition Democratic Party (DP), other detention centres in Kampala 
include the luxurious government Nile Mansion Hotel, police stations, 
military barracks and a residential house near former leader Idi 
Amin's dreaded State Research Bureau torture chambers.

DECLINE OF MAKERERE UNIVERSITY DISCUSSED

KAMPALA, Septembe-> 7 - Uganda's Makerere University, 
once unrivalled as the best in East and Central Africa, is now a 
pale shadow of the proud institution it used to be. 


The grim facts now recounted by students and staff 
are enough to tell the story of Makerere's fading glory. 


When the university re-opened last month for its 59th 
academic year the occasion was uncharacteristically gloomy due 
to the poor student performance in the last academic year, student 
overcrowding on the campus and growing frustration among lecturers. 





Today, more than three weeks into the new academic 
year, 50 per cent of all approved posts on the teaching staff 
remain vacant with no qualified Ugandan or expatriate staff willing 
to fill them because of poor pay and working conditions. 


All the problems faced nationally are to a larger or 
lesser extent found at Makerere, which has led to the university 
being dubbed a "miniature Uganda". 


Lécturers start at 5000 Uganda shillings (63 dollars) 
a month, a salary which forces many to eat just one meal a day 
or take on additional teaching jobs in Kampala high schools to 
earn extra money. 


Poor academic results 


Either way, the performance of the lecturers at the 
university is seriously impaired, as was graphically illustrated 
by the poor student performance in the last academic year. 
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Forty-six percent of veterinary students failed their 
final examinations for their first degree, along with 31 per cent 
in medicine and 28 per cent in law, against the usual three to 
five per cent average for most faculties. 


The number one priority set by the university adminis 
tration this year is thus to fill the vacant posts with Ugandans 
currently teaching in overseas universities, or by bringing in 
more expatriates. 


But Ugandans with confirmed appointments abroad 
are reluctant to return due to the low salaries at Makerere 
and the poor conditions, while the expatriate lecturers have been 
kept away by the 62.U.S. dollar ceiling fixed by the Uganda 
government on the amount of money they can remit home. 


Makerere is thus faced with the dilemma of the 
diminishing number of lecturers against the rising number of 
students, which went up by 500 last month. 


"Lost decade" 


"We have a genuine problem of over-crowding", uni- 
versity academic registrar Bernard Onyango said this week. "Single 
rooms now accomodate two students, and rooms built for two 
Students now have up to four". 


The problems of Makerere go back mostly to the 
Idi Amin regime when, in the words of university vice-chancellor 
Asivani Wandira, "Makerere lost a decade of development”. 


It started with the abrupt expulsion of non-citizen 
Asians by Amin in 1972, including many university lecturers from 
India and Pakistan. British and American lecturers at the univer- 
sity also gave up their posts as relations between Uganda and 
their respective countries ruptured, precipitating a severe 
vacancy position in Makerere. 


In 1970-71, for example, Makerere had 220 expatriate 
lecturers and only 134 indigenous Ugandans on its teaching staff. 
Ten years later, in 1980, this position had been reversed, leav- 
ing only 40 expatriates against 263 Ugand=ns. 


The university administrators openly admit that most 
of the Ugandans, some with only first degrees, were promoted to 
senior positions in Makerere to fill the vacuum left by the 
departed expatriates. 





Small international response 


The ouclook for Makerere today is somewhat bleak : 
a donor conference held in Bellagio, Italy, in April last year 
to raise money for the rehabilitation of the university came up 
with almost nothing. 


Meanwhile, in Uganda, runaway inflation coupled 
with low incomes and insecurity, continue to keep the well-quali- 
fied Ugandan and expatriate lecturers away. 


The money-starved Uganda government, which will now 
have to come up with most of the cash to tide Makerere over its 
current problems, has fixed the restoration of security and 
order in the country as its number one priority, making education 
a poor second. (A.F.P.)
